WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Work- 


ing co-operation between business 
and the public “in accorg with the 
dictates of common sense,”’ was 


held up tonight by President Cool- 
idge in an address by radio to em- 
ployes of the H. J. Heinz Co., 
gathered at banquets in various 
cities to celebrate the anniversary 
of the founding of the business, as 
the “true and _ practical § ideal’’ 
wished by the Government. 

The supremacy of the Govern- 
ment has been the main motive 
dominating the economic and po- 
litical development of recent years, 
he said, adding that it has 
brought the public interest § into 
the equation of modern industrial 
and commercial relations. 

But, the Government, Mr. Cool- 
fdge declared, prefers to let busi- 
ness go its own way, “so long as 
that ig the right way; so long as it 
is the way of honest and genuine 
service to the real public. inter- 
est."" The Government, he con- 
tinued, must be the servant ‘‘of the 
public welfare and the creation of 
an informed and seasoned public 
opinion.” 

No Domination by Privilege. 

“It cannot be dominated by any 
privilege,” the President warned. 
“It cannot be subservient to any 
private advantage. It must always 
represent the public. With the 
hearty sympathy of both business 
and the people we have made a 
long advance toward such stand- 
ards. There are encouraging signs 
of readiness to go farther on the 
same way. The Government will 
surely be prepared to give all en- 
couracement in such a program.

No business is allowed to 
set aside the law of supply and 
demand, the rules of open bargain- 
ing and fair competition. The 
supervisory and regulatory power 
of society, exercised through the 
process of government, is brought 
in as the supreme authority. No 
business may hold itself above con- 
sideration of the public interest 
and recognition of public authority. 
Business is required to adjust itself 
to this view of its public relations. 
If it will not fully and voluntarily 
adopt itself to these condition, 
then they will be imposed upon it 
by the force of law. 

“That, it seems to me, is sub- 
stantially the present-day attitude 
of society toward the relations of 
business and Government. It is 
pretty generally accepted as a safe 
and proper rule, albeit there are 
infractions from time to time. But 
the policy is fixed and both busi- 
ness and the people have general- 
ly acquiesced in it. Probably we 
shall never attain to perfection in 
its administration, but we are pro- 
gressing. 

Step Toward Industrial Plan. 

Business itself, has come to rec- 
ognize the soundness of this rule 
and the absolute necessity of ad- 
herence to it. This attitude marks 
a long step toward industrial peace 
and economic stability. Powerful 
factors in the business world were 
for a time loathe to abandon any- 
thing of their completa independ- 
ence. They protes-ed the whole 
theory of a right to interfere with 
their proceedings.

today with pospective customers, 
most of whom never before had 
seen the inside of an international 
banking institution, who begged 
with money in their hands for a 
share in the $200,000,000 German 
loan, to be, floated Tuesday. 


At the offices of Blair & Co., 
typical of the financial distyyt in 
general, clerks were busy from 
morning until night telling the 
public that subscriptions could not 
be received from private invivid- 
uals, but must come in the regular 
way though accredited dealers in 
bonds. 


Investors, it was evident, had 
formed the impression not know- 
ing Wall Street methods, that 


German bonds could be purchased 
over the counter like groceries, and 
many could not understand why in- 
vestment banking procedure should 
be different from savings banks or 
national routine. 

Oversubscriptions Indicated. 


J. P. Mogan & Co., head of the 
syndicate of more than 300 banks 
in al parts of the country partici- 
pating in the loan, again an- 
nounced that subscriptions would 
not be reecived from members of 
the combination until the books 
open Tuesday morning. Reports 
continue to indicate, at the same 
time, that dealers will turn in or- 
ders aggregating $1,000,000,000 for 
the United States alone, and that 
vizorous pruning will be necessary 
in the allotment of bonds.

Three and one-half years ago 
the Republican administration 
took office.

“There was a commission ap- 
pointed to investigate the coal in- 
dustry, commissioners to _ investi- 
wate agriculture, and a score of 
futile inquiries of every sort and 
character. There was all the con- 
fused buzzing about that goes on 
in the beehive without a queen. 
Experienced and honest officials 
were dismissed wherever it was 
possible and a host of new office- 
holders were jnstalled—most of 
them untrained, some of them cor- 
rupt and many of them hampered 
measures would at once be taken 
to bring on a business prosperity 
such as this country had never 
known before. 

“What these measures were to 
be we were not. told. It was 
enough that the party of business 
was in the saddle and whatever 
was needed that party would pro- 
vide. 

“The ululations of a Republican 
press and party leaders reached 
the expectant business world like 
a steam siren announcing the ap- 
proach of the millenium. But the 
business world should have re- 
membered that the whistle does 
not pull the train.

“Has there been achievement in 
taxation and the administration of 
public finances otner than that in- 
itiated by Democratic thought and 
in the discharge of their duties 
by the lack of proper guidance, the 
absence of a definite program and 
the substitution of partisan ade- 
vantage for the business welfare 
of the country. Did honest labor 
and honest business get any bene- 
fit from all those investigations, 
discussios, appeals and the general 
demoralization of the civil service?

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‘NOBLE SHEPARD’ AGAIN 
Purported Escaped Murder 


Convict Says He Won't Sur- 
render as Suggested. 
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A secona letter purporting to Be 
from Noble Shepard, who escaped 
from the St. Louis Jail in 1896, 


while under sentence of death for 
a double murder, was received by 
Gov. Hyde in Jefferson City yes- 
terday. 
The letter declared that Shepard 
would not surrender himself, as. 
suggested in the previous letter, ifi- 
asmuch as Gov. Hyde was unwill- 
ing to make a 4éfinite promise 
that the death sentence would not 
be carried out. | 

Both Letters Mailed Here. .- 
Both letters were mailed in St 
Louls, but bore no street address 
and no indication of any particu- 
lar locality. In the first letter, re- 
ceived by the Governor Oct. 2, the 
writer said he was old and feeble, 
and would give himself up and go 
willingly to the penitentiary if the 
Governor would promise not to 
hang him. He asked that a reply 
be made through the Post-Dis- 
patch. ; 
The Governor said he would 
make no promise, but that, if Shep- 
ard were to surrender to the po- 
lice, his case would receive full 
consideration When it should reach 
the Governor. 

The second letter is: 

I saw your reply to my letter 
in the Post-Dispatch, and If think 
it would be dangerous to give 
myself up. It would be almost 
suicide on my part, as I have 
no friends or monéy to help me. 

I would never have escaped if 
I got a term in the penitentiary. 
But just before I escaped I saw 
aman named Fitzgerald hanged, 
and I made up my mind that 
hanging was not right. 

This will close my case—ne 
hard feelings on my part. 

Yours truly, 
NOBLE SHEPARD. 

Escaped From Old City Jail. 

Shepard killed Lizzie Leahy and 
Thomas Morton, in a houseboat on 
the river front in 1894. After his 
conviction and two days before the 
death watch was to be placed on 
him, Shepard escaped from his 
jail cell, in the old Four Courts 
Building, by sawing his way out. 
The escape caused the jailer then 
in office, Louis Wagner, to be cen- 
sured severely, and the censure ev- 
en extended to Mayor Walbridge;

meet, and were told to Sign, any- 
way. 

“But some people say that,Ger- 
many has repudiated its debt once. 
and may do so again. By repudia- 
tion is meant the depreciation of 


; the mark, which went down to a 
point where I have not sufficient 


command of your language to ex- 
press its value in English. 

“There was nothing intentional, 
on the part of the German Govern- 
ment, in the depreciation of the 
mark. But even if there had been, 

one such experience was enough. 
Once bitten, twice shy. We have 
had to undo al] that work of de- 
preciation, at such a cost that we 
all felt the strain and are feeling 
it now. Inflation will not come 
again, while there are Germans 
living who remember the last epi- 
sode of inflation. 

“You will also hear it said that 
we postponed intlefinitely the set- 
tling of our pre-war debts. So we 
did, but the Treaty of Versailles 
forced us to put our old creditors 
after our newer ones, and when the 
new creditors demanded more than 
we had, the old creditors’ chance 
became small indeed. 

Attitude on War Gailt. 

“The fact that Germany row 
seeks to deny ‘sole responsibility 
for the war is cited by some as an 
unfavorable Indication. But this is 
mot connected with the paving of 
the obligations we have now as- 
sumed. Previpusly. an avowal of 
responsibility for the war was forc- 
ed upon us at the point of the bav- 
onet. We did not feel that this 
represented a verdict morallv bind- 
fhe upon us. This feeling. widely 
Prevaient in Germany. is, I think. 
a feeling deserving of re«pect. It 
Shows that the German people are 
aware of the awfulness of the crisis 
through which the world passed. 
@nd are not convinced that the 
guilt ts theirs alone. 

“If the German Government 
Should change hands, that would 
mot overthrow the agreement tnto 
which the present Government has 
entered. No holder of your Liber- 
ty bonds has ever had occasion to 
fear that the bonds iesued by a 
Democratic administration. would 
be repudiated by its Republican 
successor. Civilized Governments 
generally recognize the obligations 
of the preceding regimes. 

“While quite a number of the 
Nationalists voted against the plan 
and still disiike it. none of thefr 
leaders, if placed in power, would 
Gare to risk, through repudiation. 
the prolonging of the Rhineland 
occupation. 

“There its risk tn this plan. or 
fm any plan which depends upon 
the recovery of the world Tt will 
mot work quickly. but I believe it 
will work. We are turning (te 
cerner, and we shall not get around 
it all at once.”

SAVED BY RADIO FAN 


Amateur Relays Distress Call of 
Member of Squadron Sent 
to New York at Night.

NEW YORK, Oct. 11. — The im- 


aginary enemy who meant to move 
on New York, thought better of 
his intention when he found a pro-

as did the flight from Langley Field 
to Bangor. Me., last year. 

Radio Fan Gets Call.

Unconsciousiy Asp- 
din imitated nature; the volcano 
was nature’s kiln. The stonema- 
son, by baking his materials in a 
heat which approximated the vol- 
cano’s heat, created the principle 
found in Pozzuoli ash, a substance 
which hardens on contact with 
water. 

“Although Portland cement is 
produced in 27 states, the Lehigh 
Valley of Pennsylvania is the Poz- 
zuoli of the United States. Silicia, 
calcium and alumina are the neces- 
sary cement ingredients which are 
contained in rock formations ‘niade 
to order’ in this valley. The ce- 
ment industry is the fourth largest 
user of coal and this fuel is also 
convenient. Often cement manu- 
facturers use slag from biast fur- 
naces also nearby, so the setting of 
the Lehigh Valley is quite as ideal 
as the iron ore and coal seam union 
of Birmingham, Ala. Freight rates 
on the heavy natural weight of ce- 
ment tend to spread out the indus- 
iry somewhat. 

Blown Into Furnace. 

“Crushers in the Lehigh Valley 
take blasted rocks as large as five 
feet wide, three feet high and ten 
feet long, and munch them readily 
into bits. Other teeth grind the 
stone to powder which is mixed 


with water to form a sloppy 
‘slurry.’ Under air preasure this is | 
blown into the man-made volcano, | 
a cement kiln, the largest of which | 
is half as long as an average city | 
block and has a diameter of ten | 
feet. This tube is lined with fire) 
brick to withstand the terrific heat 
resulting from the burning of coal 
dust blown into the kiln from the 
other end.

When the whole story was out, it at once 
became apparent that the minister had made 
two mistakes.

Even when his act had made it harder for 
them, his parishioners, friends and relatives 
did not once question his innocence. 

Living, he had imagined himself a man 
on the verge of undeserved ruin; dead, those 
he left behind took him at his best valua- 
tion. The folk of Durant told cach other 
that he was an old man, bewildered by a 
groundless accusation. They staked their 
faith on the belief that he had written hon- 
estly in that last letter; that in the stress 
of his inadequacy to the situation he had died 
a martyr, 

Friends rallied to the stricken widow and 
her three daughters. Strangers did not turn 
to the séandal-mongering Pastor Miller had 
feared. Even the facts in the case seemed fo 
have taken a kindly turn. 

Mrs. Yeats, wife of the pastor’s accuser, 
divorced from her husband and living with 
her three children in Dallas, emphatically de- 
nied to newspaper men that there ever had 
been improper relations between her and the 
Rev. Mr. Miller.

oiling charts. Of these per- 
haps the body bolts are 
the most important — and 
most negiected—of the lot. A view 
of the car from underneath showed 


Smith plainly where these were lo- 
cated; and he could see by the 
small number of them that unless 
they were always kept tightened 
body rattles would surely develop. 

“I’ve tightened one of § these 
bolts,” he called to me from under 
the car, “but the others are rusty 
and I can't budge them.” 

I told him that if he made it a 
rule to squirt a little oil over them 
now and then they wouldn't get 
rusty ard he could tighten them 
when necessary with little trouble. 
The only thing to do when they 
nave gotten rusty is to put kero- 
sene ofl on them and try tighten- 
ing them iater. 

“While you’re under there,” I 
suggested, “see if any of those 
studs around the rear axle housing 
need tightening. Then look over 
your brake rods and examine care- 
fully the clevises and pins which 
fasten the rods to the levers. The 
brake assembly ‘s so exposed that 


| it gets all the dirt and water from | 


the read and the rust that accumu. | 
lates may cause the brakes to fajl | 
you when you need them most. 

“You will notice, too, that each 
connection ts beld in place only bv 
a gotter pin. The wheels of the 
car—whieh ycu hat better ex- | 
amine, teoo—are first fastened with 
a nut and then che nut is secured 
by a cotter pin so that {ft can't 
turn. There ts double protection, 
therefore, ageinst the possibility of 
a wheel coming: off. But the 
brake reds have no such protec- | 
tion, that’s why you've got to watch | 
them 

“What I say about cotter pins 
hére is true of the car in general. 
You will find them all over. They 
are what you might call the night 
watchmen of the car designed to 
keep things from coming loose. 
But I presume you have heard of 
cases where night watchmen have 
gone to #leep on the jcb.” 

Before Smith was through olling 
and tightening things under the 
car he had sprayed some kerosene 
oil over the front shackles of the) 
rear springs. His car is of the 
Hotchkiss-drive type, which means 
that the forward motion of the 
wheels is transmitted to the body 
through the rear springs, intsead 
of by means of rods or braces. 
Where the rear springs are given 
this extra work to do tHe shackles 
—the front ones in particular— 
must be kept well oiled. If a 
little rust collects between the 
shackle and the bushing or the 
nut there will be a constant grat- 
ing noise that will sound for all 
the world like rear-end troubie. 

“There are enough things loose 
under there to keep me busy for 
the morning,”” Smith declared, 
scrambling to his feet, his face

B. Magner of 464 Sixth street, San 
Pedro, Cal., made contact with 
Frank D. Bell of Waihemo, New 
Zealand, a total distance of 6900 
air miles. The previous world’s 
record, established by Carlos Brag- 


put was 600 watts, using 1-250 
watt tube with an antenna cur- 
rent of 1.4 amperes into a 4- 
wire flat top antenna 60 feet 
high. The antenna current was 
rather low, but it was the high- 
est obtainable when hetrodying 
8BG’s wave. The distance from 
here is approximately 5000 miles.

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HE dean of lexicographers himself 
doesn’t know the number of words in 
the English language—until he has 
seen the evening papers. 

“The language never sleeps. While 
we're talking someone is coining a new 
word.”” That is the explanation given 

by Dr. Frank H. Vizetelly, managing editor of the 
staff which publishes a dictionary which is standard 
all over the world. 

“A man came in to see me the other morning,” 
Dr. Vizetelly continues, “and asked me how many 
words there are in the language, and I’ll repeat to 
you what I told him. 

“I said: ‘I don’t know. I haven’t seen the morn- 
ting papers yet.’”’ 

In his whimsical way, Dr. Vizetelly explains that 
he is now the dean of lexicographers, having reached 
that coveted position through the process of elim- 
ination, all the other deans having died and left the 
field to him. 


In talking with Dr. Vizetelly one soon learns that 
during his 35 years of word-dealing he has not only 
learned to define words with the accuracy which 
makes a dictionary a sort of students’ holy book, but 
he has also acquired that subtle sense of putting 
terms together in a way to give the greatest pleasure 
to the “party of the second part.” 


It is not without a certain awe that one looks over 
the list of books written by Dr. Vizetelly. He is the 
author of some 25 volumes on word usages, etc. 
Among his works are: “The De’ :lopment of the 
English Language,” “‘Essentials of English Speech 
and Literature,” “‘A Desk-Book of Errors of English” 
and “‘A Desk-Book of 25,000 Words Frequently Mis- 
pronounced.” 

As anyone can realize, these are not books that 
can be banged off in an inspired moment. They 
are all works that require the most careful re- 
search and the severest accuracy. 


And yet this man has time to coin new words 
on his own account. “Myobist,”’ meaning one who 
minds his own business, is an offshot of his brain. 
An upstate paper recently commented on the term, 
calling it a “bully good new word.” 


And in the rush of the new dictionary on its way 
to the press with 25,000 words being added this 
year, Dr. Vizetelly gladly stops for an hour or so 
to chat and to exhibit the curious little volumes, 
quaint first editions of attempts at dictionary mak- 
ing. 

He reaches down into his desk to get out a smal! 
volume called “The New England Primer,” which 
contains an account of the burning of a minister, 
Mr. John Rogers, together with a poem which he is 
supposed to have addressed to his children. 

Then comes Lyman Cobb’s “English Verbal Dis- 
tinctions,” dated 1834, which contains a little max- 
im at the top of each page, advising the reader that 
“Little sins lead to great evils,” or “Knowledge is 
the treasure, but judgment is the treasurer of a wise 
man.’”’ 

There are numerous other small volumes, the first 
American dictionary, and others. “They are part 
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and parcel of my work,”’ Dr. Vizetelly remarks, as 


he touches each one caressingly. 

Dr. Vizetelly is literally swathed in his own works 
and in the works of his contemporaries as he sits at 
his desk, which is littered with dictionaries and rel- 
atives of dictionaries, with a desk behind him piled 
with dictionaries, with another desk at his right 
hand also loaded with such volumes and with the 
desks of his assistants in a similar condition. And 
yet he sits there a very human figure in spite of it 
all, with a whimsical sense of humor that finds ex- 
pression not exactly in his eyes, but in the very 
fine lines under and about his eyes. 

People in doubt about the pronunciation or the 
usages of words turn to Dr. Vizetelly from all over 
the world. He runs a column in the Literary Digest 
called “The Lexicographer’s Easy Chair.”” For the 
Sept. 20 issue, for instance, he answers questions 
from persons in Nagasaki, Japan; Goderich, Canada; 
New York City; Aberdeen, S. C., and Philadelphia. 


“What is respomsible for the large number of 
new words going into the dictionary this year? It 
has been reported the number is about 25,000,” he 
was told. 

“Of course, the language doesn’t grow at the rate 
of 25,000 words a year,’”’ Dr. Visetelly explained. 
“That number has been 10 years in accumulating. 
That is at the rate of 2500 words a year. At the 
time we reset the book there were 450,000 words in 
the dictionary. We have a larger number now. 

“The growth of words depends entirely on con- 
ditions,” Dr. Vizetelly continued. “During the war 
we acquired a lot of new words due to the new chem- 
icals, the science of destruction, and all the rest of 
it. Who ever heard of ‘camouflage’ before the war?”

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HE importance of correct breath- 
ing cannot be exaggerated by the 
“young” middle-aged man who 
wishes to restore his physical 
health to what it.avas in early youth. 
The qu--tion of breathing is closely 
related to those of exercise and muscu- 
lar development, but it is quite possible 
to treat it separately, writes Lietenant- 
Colonel H. G. Mayes in the London Ex- 
press. 

The breath of life is no idle phrase. 
Many people have lived for more than 
a month without food, others have gone 
for days without water, but if the air 
supply is cut off, if only for a few min- 
utes, death must supervene. 

This is because the sun is the basis 
of all life. It is the energy of sunlight 
which is stored up in the food we eat 
which again becomes the tissue of the 
body. 

The first function of the breathing 
process is to release for the uses of the 
body this energy based on light. This 
release can only take place by the trans- 
mission of oxygen all through the hu- 
man frame. The process of breathing is 
that of drawing this oxygen from the 
outer air into the lungs, which then 
scatter it through the body. 

All life is based on oxygen, and with- 
out. it all life would cease. 

So there are throughout the body 
cells which might be called “oxygen 
conveyors.”’ As you breathe the oxy- 
gen flows into the lungs and is then rap- 
idly distributed throughout the whole 
human frame by these cells. When the 
lungs have distributed the oxygen 
where it is wanted they draw into them- 
selves again, on the rebound, all the 
gases and poisons which the organs of 
the body produce in the normal dis- 
charge of their functions. There is, 
therefore, a double process continually 
going on—the outward drive of the 
oxygen and the return journey, which 
cleanses the system of impurity. 

Hold your breath for a few moments 
and you will have a kind of bursting 
sensation. It is the body crying out for 
its necessary oxygen. To put it in 
more technical terms, the lungs oxygen- 
ate the blood—a process absolutely es- 
sential to very life itself. 

Anyone can see that a process of 
such infinite importance as breathing 
should be carried on in the right way 
and not in the wrong way. 

It is our very unconsciousness of the 
act of breathing which makes us so

careless about it. To a conscious mus- 
cular process we devote mental atten- 
tion and carry it out as effectively as we 
can, but since breathing seems to hap- 
pen of itself we de not bother to con- 
trol it as we ought. Yet 18 breaths are 
taken every minute without our know- 
ing it—that is to say, one for every four 
beats of the heart. 

Breathing may also be regarded as 
a process of pumping the blood through 
the body. In accordance with the vig- 
or with which this is done the elements 
in the body which resist disease will be 
strengthened. The procegs is roughly 
as follows: | 

As the lungs are emptied the wall of 
the chest is raised. This in turn exerts 
a kind of suction force on the veins 
which enter the chest, and draws the 
blood from the stomach through the 
lungs into the heart. The stronger the 
muscles of the chest and of the wall of 
the stomach are the faster the blood 
will move and the healthier the body 
will be. 

I have come now to a point where 
the problem of breathing touches on 
that of muscular development in gen- 
eral, and I will simply add some detailed 
notes on the right method of breathing. 

The correct method of breathing is, 
of course, through the nose; air taken 
in this way is both filtered and warmed 
before reaching the lungs. Colds, sore 


throats and many kindred ailments are; 


sometimes caused by mouth breathing. 

People accustomed to month breajh- 
ing may find difficulty in breathing 
through the nose. The following simple 
treatment, if carried out morning and 
evening, will be found beneficial: 

Close one nostril and immerse face 
and nose in tepid water, breathe gently 
up and down until you feel the water 
almost enter the throat, remove the 
face from the water, exhale and inhale 
sharply, still keeping one nostril closed. 
Carry on until the air passages of both 
nostrils are quite clear, after which 
remember to breathe at least one hour 
entirely through the nose. 

Remember always to keep one nostril 
closed when breathing in water, as 
breathing with both nostrils in water at 
the same time may cause slight ear 
trouble. ‘ 

The above treatment can be used 
while washing the face, and if carried 
out efficiently will not only clear the 
air passages, but will make nose breath- 
ing easy and natural. 


RADIO WAVES CAN PENETRATE ANY 
SUBSTANCE 


T IS almost impossible to keep the 
| radio waves out of anything. Even 
the inside of a complete metal con- 
tainer, like an iron tank, some of 


the radio energy will penetrate if you 
leave so little as a tiny crack for it to 
get through. This is the conclusion of 
R. H. Barfield, as reported recently to 
the Institution of Electrical Engineers 
of England. 

Through ordinary house materials, 
like stone or wood or brick, the radio 
waves penetrate easily, by passing right 
through the material itself. Such ma- 
terials are “‘transparent’’ to the radio 
waves, as glass is transparent to light. 
But metals are not’transparent to radio. 
A lining of metal sheets on your house 
would keep the radio waves out of it— 


provided the metal were solid all around’ 


the house. 

The smallest chink in the metal would 
let some of the radio energy get in. Mr. 
Barfield found that the small crack 
around the cover on the manhole of a 
large iron tank was enough to let some 
of the radio waves in. To keep them 
out the tank cover had to be well fas- 
tened down, so that it was in good elec- 
trical contact with the main body of the 
tank. . 


THE ENERGY OF THE VOICE. 
fh enews amount of actual power sent 
out, in the form of sound waves, by 
the human voice, is so tiny that 200,000 
people all talking at once would pro- 
duce only about enough power to light 
one medium size electric lamp.
